It wou'd ſeem as tho' the Omnipreſence of God 
were abridg'd, or eclipsd by this your Argument;

Concerning his Jon Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord, which was made of the ſeed of David 
according to the fleſh, I quote this only, becauſe 
when 1 wanted to make Uſe of the word Flefh, 


concerning God's taking upon him our Nature, you 


ſeem'd to demand a Proof of it. I am alſo to prove 


the Neceſlity there was, that God {hou'd not have 
taken on him the Nature of Angels, but the Seed 
of Abraham ; Heb. ch. 2. yer. 16, For verily he 
es? ebe er den ls 
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took not upon bim the nature of angels; but he 
took on him the ſeed of Abraham. All 1 have to 
ſpeak to this Purpoſe is, that when Chriſt did af. 
cend, and give Gifts, to Men, that they might go 
forth in their Miniſtry, and declare Chriſt the Son 
of God, he was pleaſed to ſay to them. Ihen 1

that Body; for the Power of the omnipotent God 
is every - where, the Heaven of Heavens cannot con- 
tain him; the Body of Fleſh could not contain him;
